I Divine Who Stands by It Against Ihe 


Higher Criticism. 


The BUT. Dr. Green of Princeton Atttt

PKINCETON, N. J.,.October 12.—Rev. Dr. 


Green, senior professor of the Theological 
Seminary and moderator of tbe last Gen- 
eral Assembly, who is perhaps the most 
profound Biblical student oppose'd to the 
revision of 
the 
Confession of 
Faith, 


preached yesterday before the college stu- 
dents, and in the course of his sermon, 
after reviewing his well-known argument 
for the verbal inspiration of the Scriptures, 
sidd: "The question is as to the general 
trustworthiness of the Bible. 
Can we 


accept the old testimony at all, if it is full 
of false statements in historical facts which 
are not incidential, bat essential? 


"If the stories of miracles are tbe emana- 


tion of a beated Oriental brain, and the 
prophets were deceivers of the people; if 
the human history contained in the Bible 
ie nntrue, can we accept as true the state- 
moots for which it i* tha only authority 
concerning Qod? This ia the point for 
which we are fighting, not •• to mere ver- 
bal inaccuracy, but ai to the broad trntb- 
fiJneas and trustworthiness of the Bible 
against tha destructive criticism - which 
Uifowi widoppeo a gate which •would lead) 
as down into MH-s«»kinj rationalism.7' •
